A  24-game  schedule,  plus  par- 
ticipation in  the  annual  Gulf 
South  Classic  tournament  in 
Shreveport.  will  comprise  1960-61 
varsity  basketball  activity  for 
Coach  Huey  Cranfords  North- 
western State  College  Demons.

Edd  Hunter  is  the  fifth  man  back 
from  last  season. 

Added  punch  is  expected  to  be 
provided  by  6-6.  200-pound  Gavie 
Hatch,  a  prep  All-Stater  at  Catholic 
High  in  Baton  Rouge  and  a  trans- 
fer from  Mississippi  State.  Some 
outstanding  freshmen  and  red- 
shirts  from  last  year  also  dot  the 
roster. 

Schedule  Announced 

The  schedule  for  the  remainder 
of  1960  looks  like  this:

Teacher  M.  J.  Durand  Still  Active; 
Serves  Profession  More  Than  50  Years 


We  salute  M.  J.  Durand  of 
Natchitoches,  a  1910  graduate  of 
Louisiana  State  Normal  School, 
for  his  contribution  during  his 
fifty  years  of  service  in  the  leach- 
ing profession  in  Louisiana,  Ar- 
kansas, and  Mississippi.  Jack,  as 
all  of  us  that  have  been  around 
for  some  time  know  him,  served 
the  profession  in  many  capacities, 
namely,  principal  of  high  schools 
in  Louisiana,  teacher  of  mathe- 
matics, and  teacher  of  French,  dur- 
ing his  illustrious  career. 

His  exceptional  career  as  a 
teacher  was  reflected  in  competi- 
tion with  other  schools  in  state 
and  national  contests  in  both 
French  and  mathematics,  as  his 
students  usually  won  the  top  honor. 
In  1954,  his  students  won  first 
place  in  second-year  French,  sec- 
ond in  first-year  French  in  state- 
wide competition  in  Arkansas.  In 
national  contests  they  won  first 
place  in  second-year  French  and 
second  in  first-vear  French.  In 
1922,  his  students  won  first  in 
eleventh-grade  algebra,  second  in 
tenth-grade  geometry,  and  second 
in  first-year  algebra  in  the  annual 
Louisiana  high  school  rally.  In 
1960.  his  excellence  as  a  teacher 
was  ably  demonstrated  in  that  his 
students  won  "superior"  rating  in 
twelfth  -  grade  mathematics  and 
"very  good  "  in  second-year  French 
in  competition  at  Northwestern 
State  College. 

It  is  obvious  that  Jack's  ability 
as  a  teacher  has  not  lessened  dur-
